INDEPENDENCE. 


But that isn't all that was penned by the 


author of that historic document. 


The great statesman of more than a cen- 


tury ago wrote more than that. 


Jefferson had something to say of public 


ownership. 


If you will take the trouble to consult a 


volume known as "Letters and Addresses 
of Thomas Jefferson," you will find a few 
remarkn which arc appropriately applica- 
ble to the municipal ownership movement 
launched in Lima by the leaders of a poli- 
tical party, with reference to the local tele- 
phone system. On pages 182 and 183 of this 
book, pubished in 1905 by the Unit Book 
Publishing company, appears a letter writ- 
ten by the author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence to William B. Bibb, dated July 
28, 1808. In that epistle is the following 
statement: 


"Having always observed that 


public works are much less advan- 
tageously managed than the same 
are by private hands, I have 
thought it better for the public to 
go to market for whatever it wants 
which is to be found there." 


Less than five months before, Jefferson 


bad .completed his second term as president 
of the United States. He had been vice 
president, minister to France, a member of 
the continental congress and secretary of 
state. He had written a document "to dis- 
solve the political bands" between the col- 
onies and the mother country. He had pro- 
duced the civil code of Virginia and the con- 
stitution of that state and had served in its 
legislature. He had evolved the present 
system of survey used in marking western 
lands, with the township, range and section. 
He had founded the great University of 
Virginia and could boast of the best educa- 
tion obtainable at that time. 


And he had always observed
